Sadat suspended the negotiations with 
Israel on May S after a bill was drafted in the 
Israeli Knesset declaring Jerusalem to be the 
eternal, indivisible capita] of the Jewish state. 
Sadat said that amountd to putting a precon- 
dition on the negotiations. “ No party should 
put preconditions or pressures on the other, 
and let us continue the talks," he stud. Sadat 
also declared that the negotiations "will 
never collapse, for the very simple reason 
that between Egypt and Israel there is a tre- 
aty now. there are good relations, there is 
good neighborliness, there is a table around 
which we sit even if we are different.' 

Sadat now says the U.S. must break the 
deadlock. The talks opened exactly a year 
ago in die Israeli desert town of Beersheba 
but the negotiating partners failed to narrow 
sharply divergent views on key issues. Egypt 
suspended the discussions when it said Israel 
had set preconditions following a Knesset 
(parliament) debate on a new law that would 
proclaim Jerusalem to be the united capital of 
the Jewish state. Last weekend, Sadat sent 
Mubarak to Washington for talks with Presi- 
dent Carter on how to resume the discussions 
in more favorable circumstances. 

Foreign Minister Knmal Hassan AJi 
meanwhile said Monday that consultations 
between the three countries were continuing 
and "results will be announced shortly. He 
blamed the passing of the target date on 
Israel's “stubborn attitude and slow pace, 
and added: “The continuation of the talks is 
necessary but (they) must be resumed under 
better circumstances." 

Aii urged Israel to "correctly interpret the 
Camp David accords, give up the settlements 
policy and refrain from the inhuman treat- 
ment of Palestinians living in the occupied 
territories. 

Egypt and Israel are divided on what pow- 
ers should be granted to the Palestinians once 
self-rule is. introduced. Egypt wants the 
Palestinians to enjoy full legislative, political 
and economic powers, while Israel has 
offered only limited authority confined to 
day-to-day affairs. Security was another issue 
tha t prevented agreement. Israel said sec- 
urity of the West Bank and Gaza Strip should 
remain in its hands, while Egypt insisted the 
issue must be debated. 

S ummi t meetings between President Car- 
ter, President Sadat and Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin intervened from time to 
time to narrow their deferences but again 
failed to salvage the peace process. 

The Palestinians meanwhile opposed the 
autonomy talks, saying that Israel, Egypt and 
the United States had no right to determine

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IOC lists 
Olympics 
entry tally 

85 accept, 36 reject, 

20 give no answer 

LAUSANNE. Switzerland. May 27 
(Agencies) — A final total of 85 countries 
have entered the 1980 Olympic Games in 
Moscow, the International Olympic Commit- 
tee announced Tuesday. The countries 
declining participation totaled 36, and a 
further 20 countries did not reply by the mid- 
night Saturday acceptance deadline. 

The IOC said four national Olympic com- 
mittees — Taiwan, Iran, Mozambique and 
Qatar — were not included in the figures 
because either their constitutions are not in 
conformity with IOC rules or they are recog- 
nized only provisionally by the IOC. The I OC 
said all four countries will receive invitations 
to the games once their files are in order. 

The games in Moscow have been plagued 
by controversy because of an American-led 
boycott effort in protest of the Soviet inva- 
sion of Afghanistan. The IOC figures did uot 
indicate whether the nations declining par- 
ticipation did so because of the boycott. 

International Olympic Committee (IOC) 
director ■■ Monique Berlioux said the 
□umber of national Olympic committees 
which responded favorably to the invitations 
was "very satisfying, considering the circums- 
tances." 

A senior Soviet Olympic official said the 
boycott campaign was a failure and leading 
sporting countries with few exceptions would 
take part in the games. 

Vladimir Popov, press chief for the Soviet 
organizing committee, said countries which 
might make a late decision to come would be 
welcome. Popov was speaking to Olympic 
attaches representing countries whose 
national committees have already decided to 
compete. 

“We can already say that the Moscow 
Olympics will be fully-fledged games which 
will promote the development of Olympic 
sport. Leading sporting countries will be tak- 
ing part with very few’ exceptions," he said. 

But Moscovites expressed disappointment 
and anger last week as the deadlinejor teams 
to accept their Olympic invitations passed 
with the important American. West German, 
Japanese, Canadian and other teams electing 
to boycott. But their frustrations, if they were 
directed at anyone, appeared aimed at Jimmy 
Carter rather chan Leonid Bizhncv. 

“Sure the boycott will hurt." commented a 
university professor and Communist party 
member. “The games are very important to 
us. This is the first time we are to act as 
hosts." But the lesson he drew was not the 
one boycott proponents had in mind. "Poli- 
tics and sports shouldn't be mixed," he 
lamented. 

“People just feel this is the wrong way to 
respond to a political problem." added 
another Soviet insider — who is himself criti- 
cal of the invasion of Afghanistan, "many 
Muscovites didn't want the games here in the 
first place. Their attitude was: "We don't 
have enough meat in the shops for ourselves, 
and now you're going to bring all these fore- 
igners in to make it worse?" But they see the 
boycott as an American attack on Russia, and 
they're ag ains t anything that's anti- Russian." 

Shrugged a dissident: "If the boycott were 
completely successful, then perhaps it would 
be a message to the Soviet people. But if 
people see lots of visitors here from Europe 
and lots of other countries, it’s questionable 
whether anyone will notice" that some 
nations have stayed away. 

Soviet newspapers, radio, and television 
have hammered away for weeks on the theme 
that the boycott is really nothing more than a 
convenient ploy that Carter hopes will help 
him get re-elected. 

_ While a large number of intellectuals now 
listen to Voice of America and other Western 
radio broadcasts, the majority’ of Soviet citi- 
zens have heard no other version of the 
boycott effort than that presented in the offi- 
cii press. Even among those who listen to 
Western radio broadcasts, many believe 
them to be just as propagan dis tic as their own 
Soviet media.

Aramco to supply scrap 
for JubaiVs steel mill 


RIYADH. May 27 (SPA) — The Saudi 
Arabian Iron and Steel Company (Hadeed) 
has contracted to purchase 15,000 tons of 
scrap metal from Aramco, The contract, 
signed Tuesday, provides for sales to Hadeed 
of scrap metal for use in production at 
HadeetTs proposed steel mill in Jubail. 

The Jubail mill will start production in three 
years and will have a production capacity of 
850,000 tons a year. The contract was signed 
by Hadeed Chairman Abdul Aziz A1 Zamil, 
who also is board chairman of Saudi Basic 
Industries Corporation (SAB1C). Abdul 
Aziz A1 Falih. director of purchases, signed 
for Aramco. 

Hadeed is owned SO per cent by SAJBIC 
and 20 per cent by the German firm Korf- 
Stahl. The German firm which developed the 
patented Medrex method of converting ore 


into steel. Medrex was developed by an 
American- registered company owned by 
Korf-Stahl. Medrex is said to be more effi- 
cient than conventional methods. 

Last week, the Austrian firm Voest- Alpine 
won an SR787 million contract to build a 
steel mill in Jubail’ s industrial zone for the 
production of steel reinforcement rods. The 
turnkey contract comprises the second 
development phase of the Jubail steel plant. 
The first phase a direct reduction plant using 
the Medrex process, was built by West Ger- 
many’s Lurgi company. 

Construction will take an estimated 33 
months. It will include an electrical arc- 
furnace steel melting shop and a continuous 
casting machine to produce steel rods, which 
will be fed into a proposed rolling mill. The 
contract indudes operator staff housing and a 
power station. 


Iraq, Oman hold talks 


BAGHDAD, May 27 (Agencies) — Iraqi 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Hamed 
AJwan met here Tuesday with his Omani 
counterpart Oais Abdul Moniera Zawawi 
and Omani information Minister Abdul Aziz 
Rawwas. currently on a visit to Iraq. 

Alwan, now acting as foreign minister, dis- 
cussed with the Omani officials bilateral rela- 
tions and possible ways of developing them. 

A number of Iraqi Foreign Ministry offi- 
cials attended the talks. 

Baghdad radio quoted Zawawi as saying he 
would deliver a message from Sultan Oabous 
Bin Said to Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
dealing with the need to improve relations 
between the two Gulf states. 

Zawawi said he wanted to start a dialogue 
with Iraq to end misunderstanding and 
establish a committee to insure cooperation 
and mutual respect, the radio said. 

Iraq's government-controlled media 
attacked Sultan Oabous last year when he 
offered a security plan for the Gulf that would 
have been backed by Western oil-consuming 
stares. Iraq opposed Oman's reported offer 
of (uiLu.:., cilitics to America. 

No agreement between Oman and the 
United States has been announced, and there 
have been conflicting reports about whether 
or not tiie Sultan's reported offer still stands. 

Iraq is expected to seek Omani support for 
Hussein's proposed pan- Arab charter, a 
document that would regulate in ter- Arab 
conflicts and keep the superpowers out of the 
sensitive oil-producing region. 

Shamir named 
defense minister 

TEL AVIV, May 27 (AP) - Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin has chosen Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir to be defense minis- 
ter. political sources said Tuesday as Begin 
and outgoing Defense Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man launched a bitter public dispute. 

Shamir, who became foreign minister after 
Moshe Dayan resigned, is a hawk who abs- 
tained when parliament approved the 
Israel-Egypt peace treaty last year. The 
64-year-old Shamir was an underground ter- 
rorist in pre-statehood Palestine and a top 
spy master for 10 years in the Mossad, Israel s 
secret service. 

Political and government sources said 
Shamir's foreign ministry post would be 
taken by Energy and Communications Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Modai.

Syria for Moscow 

DAMASCUS. May 27 (R) — South

FEZ, May 27 (Agencies) — Crown Prince 
Fahd held two hours of talks Tuesday with 
Morocco's King Hassan. Prince Salman, gov- 
ernor of Riyadh, also was present. 

Foreign Minister Prince Saud A1 Faisal 
flew to Fez with a number of senior officials 
to join Prince Fahd Tuesday. Prince Fahd is 
scheduled to visit Algeria shortly. 

Since 1976. Morocco has been locked in a 
struggle with the Polisario freedom move- 
ment in the former Spanish Sahara.

Morocco, which 
annexed the land following Spain’s with- 
drawal from the territory four years ago, 
refuses to relinquish its daim. The area is rich 
in phosphate deposits. 

Gashes between Moroccan and Polisario 
forces in the rugged Western Sahara have so 
far proved indecisive. Morocco, well- 
equipped by the West and protected by rug- 
ged mountain ranges, has showTl itself deter- 
mined to wage a lengthy war. The Polisario. 
equally determined, have inferior weapons 
but broad popular support and an ability to 
appear in force whe re they are least expected. 

Battle lines have crossed the arbitrary 
boundaries drawn by former colonial powers 
between Morocco. Algeria and Mauritania 
(which also annexed much of the Spanish 
Sahara). Though Morocco holds all of the 
coastline and every strategic outpost, the 
Polisario maneuver at will. Defeating them in 

one spot never guarantees they will not spring 

up in another.

It is common knowledge that economic 
feasibility is the first thing considered 
before embarking on a major project. It 
just came to my min d whether anyone has 
cared for the economic feasibility of so 
many wealthy dealers in real estate with 
unlimited income. I wonder whether this 
category of people ever thought of the 
ways in which they can benefit their coun- 
try. 

Someone from among them may say 
nobody has a right to his wealth, except 
the alms money that he has to give to the 
poor by the will of God. To him I should 
like to remind that not a single beggar was 
found in the state when the alms money 
was distributed properly during the time 
of the Caliph Omar ibn Abdul Aziz. So, 
the Caliph ordered its disbursement 
among the young who wished to many but 
had no fftnds to do so. 

I may also hear someone say that he 
helps the poor when he feels sure that the 
poor man stands in need of assistance. But 
he forgets that the people do need some- 
thing even if they are not poor. For exam- 
ple, if you go to a new colony where peo- 
ple live without the basic necessities of 
life, such as water, electricity and markets, 
you will really feel you are 1 iving in a camp 
of cement and steel in a remote desert 
place. 

Wealthy people wishing to prove their 
economic utility may contribute in the 
establishment of public facilities since 
there are many localities, both old and 
new, lacking in basic neccessities such as 
water, electricity, .asphalted roads, public 
parks, dinics, schools, market places and 
transportation, etc. 

If our big merchants can help in the 
establishment of a charitable society that 
aims at facilitating the state's task of creat- 
ing public facilities, we may find a remark- 
able change in qur social life in a very short 
period of time. I

Weizman 


TEL AVIV. May 27 (R) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin favors replacing 
resigned Defense Minister Ezer Weizman 
with the hardline chairman of the Knesset 
(parliament) foreign affairs committee, 
Moshe Arens, sources dose to Begin said 
Tuesday. 

Weizman, who resigned on Sunday, had 
favored a more moderate attitude toward the 
negotiations with Egypt on Palestinian aut- 
onomy and opposed mass Jewish settlements 
in the heartland of occupied Arab territory. 

The appointment of Professor Arens, 
though reinforcing the hardline stance of the 
cabinet, would be less of a blow to the moder- 
ates than that of Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharron. also considered a front-runner for 
the post. 

However, the moderate liberal faction of 
the ruling Likud coalition are likely to oppose 
strongly either man having derided Monday 
to demand the portfolio themselves. 

Arens is a 55-year-old professor of 
aeronautical engineering. He is known as a 
hardliner who supports large-scale Jewish 
settlement in the occupied West Bank and 
who abstained when the Knesset approved 
the Camp David agreements with Egypt by a 
massive majority. 

In his letter of resignation, submitted 
Monday, Weizman accused Be gin's govern- 
ment of “marking time” on the autonomy 
talks. 

The negotiations have made almost no

progress in the year since they began and the 
target date for their completion passed 
quietly Monday. Egypt broke off the talks on 
May 9 complaining of Israeli intransigence, 
but government sources here said they would 
probably resume soon. 

In his letter to Begin, Weizman attacked 
him for breaking his promise to do good for 
the Israeli people: “You were given a rare 
chance to bring about a new hope amongst 
our people but you threw it away.” he said. 

Begin angrily rejected the charges, saying 
there was not a scrap of truth in them. 

Meanwhile in Damascus, the ruling Syrian 
Baatb Party newspaper Al -Baalh Tuesday 
described the resignation of Weizman as a 
political maneuver. 

The move was “within the general 
framework of Zionist policy and a political 
maneuver necessitated by the conspiracy of 
the self-rule negotiations” pertaining to the 
West bank and Gaza Strip, it said. 

“It is a mere change in the political roles 
which Israel normally plays from time to time 
whenever there is a specific plan or contemp- 
lated action designed to serve its aggressive 
strategy ” it added. 


Mengistu ,Numeiri hold private talks 


KHARTOUM, May 27 (R) — Ethiopian 
Head of State Mengistu Haile Mariam met 
Sudanese President Jaafar Numeiri Monday 
for an hour of private talks. Mengistu arrived 
in Khartoum on Saturday on a five-day offi- 
cial visit. 

The two countries are patching up relations 
after rows over Sudan's grant of sanctury to 


refugee from Ethiopia’s war against Eritrean 
fighters. 

Numeiri said after Monday’s talks Sudan 
and Ethiopia shared the goal of peace and 
stability in Africa.

ISLAMABAD, May 27 (Agencies) — The 
Pakistani government has warned lawyers 
not to allow their professional organizations 
to become pl atform s for political activity. 
New martial law regulations announced 
Monday said provincial high courts could not 
invalidate any regulation or judgment made 
by a military tribunal. 

Under the new order, anyone "posing a 
threat to national security” could be detained 
indefinitely and without being given any 
explanation. 

Lawyers were told they could face jail, 
fines or a lashing if they allowed their profes- 


sional bodies to be used for political pur- 
poses. The new regulations cover any organ- 
ization or association which indulges in polit- 
ical activity. Members are liable to 1 4 years in 
jaiL a fine, forfeiture of property and 25 
lashes. 

The measures were directed specifically at 
the bar associations in each of Pakistan’s four 
provinces which have been host to Gen. Zia 
ul-Haq’s rivals, retired Air Marshal Asghar 
Khan, leaders of the centrist Tehriq Istiqlal 
Party and Miss Beazir Bhutto, daughter of 
former Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto. 

Asghar Khan and Miss Bhutto were sepa- 


rately freed from six months' house arrest 1; 
month. Khan has been touring the coun 
addressing bar associations in provincial ca 
tals and filing for the overthrow of Zia £ ' 
the formation of an anti-Zia and anti- mi lit 
popular front.

Namibia violence grows as diplomacy falters

Hua in Japan 

TOKYO. May 27 (AP) — Communist 
Chinese Premier Hua Guofeng and Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Obira opened discus- 
sions on South Korea and other interna- 
tional issues Tuesday, only hours after 
Hua arrived in Tokyo for a six-day state 
visit. 

The first summit conference between 
Hua and Obira, to be allowed by a second' 
meeting Wednesday, was expected to 
focus on Asian tension points such as the 
Korean peninsula, Indochina, Afghanis- 
tan and Iran. 

Preceding the meeting Hua had a 30- 
minute audience with 79-year-old 
Emperor Hirohito at the Imperial Palace. 
Hua is the first Chinese premier to meet 
Hirohito. nowin the 55 th year of his reign. 

Hua also became the first Chinese pre- 
mier or chief of state to step on Japanese 
soil in 2,000 years. 


JOHANNESBURG, May 27 (AFP) — 
The Namibian conflict, which for years was 
limited to occasional skirmishes, is causing 
more and more deaths and increasing in 
intensity while a political solution appears far 
off. 

The South African authorities announced 
last week one of the bloodiest engagements 
of the conflict: 81 black insurgents and five 
white soldiers killed on the Angolan- 
Namibian border. 

According to South Africa's count, this 
brought to 417 the number of South-West 
Africa People's Organization (SWAPO) 
irregulars who have been killed this year, a 
sizeable increase over preceding years. But 
the losses among the forces under South 
African command also have increased: 30 
men killed this year, a count that dilutes the 
continual victory claims of the South African 
military communiques. 

Even with 25.000 or 50.000 men in north- 
ern Namibia, armed with sophisticated 
equipment and backed by helicopters and 
jets, the South Africans are not proving able 
to back the tide of conflict, even if the 
nationalists are not strong enough to defeat 
them. 

In recent weeks, SWAPO has carried out a 
few ^jectacular operations. 

The most significant — the South African 
and Namibian press were forbidden to report 
it — was the mortar attack early this month 
on the air base at Ondangwa, the chief dty of 
Ovamboland. in northern Namibia. 

The attack was said to have destroyed two- 
France-made helicopters, a Puma and an 
Alouette, and an Impala jet plane assembled 
in South Africa under Italian license. 

No official confirmation of the reported 
damage has reached South Africa's whites, 
whose men are frequently called up as reser- 
vists lo the operational area on the Namibian 
border. 

SWAPO. whose bases in Angola and in 
Zambia are regularly attacked by the South 
Africans, has only a few thousand fighters — - 
Namibia's entire population is just a little 
more than one million, 10 per cent of its 
white. But Western diplomatic sources say 


that SWAPO gets enough new recruits to 
replace the men it loses. 

With the end of the Rhodesian war, many 
observers believe that attention will now 
focus on Namibia and that SWAPO will 
receive weapons of greater sophistication 
from East Bloc countries and Cuba, which 
support the irregulars. 

These military developments coincide with 
a new, almost total impasse in political and 
diplomatic attempts to resolve the status of 
Namibia. The history of the mineral-rich 
former German colony over the past 30 years 
has been a long series of failures to bring 
independence through negotiation. 

For many years, Pretoria tried to turn 
Namibia into a fifth South African province. 
After the independence of Angola in 1975, 
South Africa's aims shifted and it agreed in 
theory to let go of the territory. But it has 
never been prepared to accept a hostile 
regime in Windhoek. 

The present impasse, which is preventing 
the implementation of the U.N. peace plan 
that calls for a ceasefire and internationally 
supervised elections, appears to stem from 


the election victory of Zimbabwe guerrilla 
leader Robert Mugabe over Bishop Abel. 
Muzorewa, who was supported by South 
Africa and the Rhodesian whiles. 

South Africa is in a similar situation in- 
Namibia: it supports the democratic Tur- 
nhalle alliance, a party of “enlightened” 
whites and African tribal chiefs, against 
SWAPO. which has wide support in the coun- 
try. notably among the Ovambo people who 
make up nearly half the Namibian popula- 
tion. 

Pretoria intends soon to give new powers 
to its supporters in Namibia, to let ihem carry 
out social reforms and gain the credibility 
that would allow them to beat SWAPO in an 
election. 

SWAPO has a diplomatic trump card — it 
is recognized by the United Nations as the 
sole representative of the Namibian people 
— and the scheduled visit to Paris this week 
by SWAPO President Sam Mujoma shows 
that the organization means to strengthen its 
position with the Western countries that are 
acting as intermediaries in the conflict. 


S. Africa bishop to appeal arrest 


JOHANNESBURG, May 27 (R) — The 
prominent black activist bishop, Desmond 
Tutu, and more than 50 people were to 
appeal in court Tuesday following wide- 
spread police arrests to curb mounting pro- 
test against South Africa* s racially separated 
education system. 

Tutu was among church leaders of differai 
races and denominations who spent Monday 
night in jail following a prorest march in 
Johannesburg against the detention last 
Saturday of the Rev. John Thome. Thome, 
who is colored (mixed race), is also due to 
appear in court, charged under the riotous 
assemblies act. 

He has been an outspoken critic of the 
government throughout a classroom boycott 
by thousands of mainly colored school chil- 
dren protesting against racial separation in 
education. The boycott began last month. 

Elsewhere - in this white-ruled country. 


police conducted widespread raids and 
arrested student leaders of the boycott.’ 
Police Minister Louis Le Grange said from 
his Cape Town home, "We are taking action 
against some people." 

He declined to elaborate. But the Cope 
Times newspaper said it had been flooded by 
telephone calls from anxious relatives who 
reported pupils taken from their houses by 
police. Lawyers, school principals and par- 
ents said that teenagers had been arrested in 
several western Cape province rowns includ- 
ing Worcester, Stellenbosch and Paari. The 
Times said at least 20 youngsters bad been 
detained in Cape province. 

A police spokesman said there had been 
incidents at the University of Western Cape, 
a magistrate's court and at the Cape Town 
railway station where riot squads baton- 
charged a crowd. 
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SOVIET MISCALCULATION 

The crisis over the 50 American hostages held in Iran has 
always tended to overshadow the more serious crisis created 
by the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. The Iranian crisis, in 
addition, renders the Afghan one more difficult to resolve, 
since it prevents the Western alliance, especially the United 
States, from giving it its full attention. 

The Soviet invasion of Afghanistan could be seen as a last 
of a series of acts of aggression in the name of the so-called 
Brezhnev Doctrine, which states that no country entering the 
Communist orbit can leave it. no matter what its inhabitants 
might think. The Soviets have found in detente an excellent 
cover for implementing this, as various peoples in Eastern 
Europe and Africa have found to their cost. 

But if their intervention in these places has been success- 
ful, the case of Afghanistan has proved to be without prece- 
dence, in so far as the resistance there continues to intensify 
and broaden. An army of occupation of 100,000, equipped 
with the best conventional weaponry in the world, finds itself 
drawn in deeper and deeper. Even Kabul itself is not secure. 
Massive demonstrations are dispersed only to form up again. 
The students especially have been at the forefront of the fight. 

The Soviet Union is no doubt now aware that its move into 
the country was a miscalculation. The price is already high, 
and the signs are that it will keep climbing (definitely. No 
amount of talk from Kabul Radio or Tass about the resistance 
being confined to some “brigands" and “misdirected chil- 
dren" can hide this fact. It is for this reason that the Soviet 
Union is once more talking of international agreements to 
guarantee the country's neutrality. 

BEGIN IN THE CORNER 

The resignation of Ezer Weizman, Israel's minister of 
defense, highlights the comer in which the Likud administra- 
tion now finds itself. After Dayan’s departure, Weizman was 
the only minister left with a modicum of international reputa- 
tion — at least so far as the two other parties to the Camp 
David accords are concerned. No one now is left under the 
parochial and fanatical Begin except ministers as parochial 
and fanatical as he. 

Neither Dayan nor Weizman was in any sense “dovish", 
despite the appearance of moderation they sought to culti- 
vate. But, sharing Begin' s ultimate aims, they were too famil- 
iar with the realities of the world to see in his methods, in their 
crudeness, anything but the danger of international isolation 
for Israel. Without their influence, the Likud administration is 
bound to increase the tempo of settlement building in the 
occupied territories, and resort to even more direct methods 
of repression against their Palestinian inhabitants. 

The Likud administration is in any case tottering visibly. 
Its failure to deal effectively with the country s economic crisis 
has been compounded now by the defection of one of its most 
popular figures. But. whether the coalition collapses now or 
remains in office until its natural term expires, it is dear that it 
will not be reelected. And this is one reason why Begin is 
driving so hard a bargain with the Americans and the Egyp- 
tians. He wants to arm himself for his coming role as leader of 
the opposition, when he can point to Labor that his govern- 
ment at least did not make any concessions. 
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The Tito I knew 


Editor’s Note: The writer. The Observer ’s 
Hungarian -born specialist on East European 
sffiurs, knew the late President Tito for some 30 
years. Here he gives a unique insight into the Yugos- 
lav leader's style of diplomacy and government and 
his mysterious breach with his wife Jovanka.

I first met Tito in 1950, two years after I had 
forecast in The Observer Yugoslavia's break with 
the Soviet Union. 

The Russians had created the Cominform in 
1947, an organization designed to tighten Mos- 
cow’s grip on the East European territories 
occupied by the Red Array during the war. Tito, 
though a Communist, stayed away from the meet- 
ing at which the Cominform was set up. Instead he 
toured Eastern Europe canvassing, with the sup- 
port of the Bulgarian Communist leader Georgi 
Dimitrov, the idea of a Balkan federation. This 
Moscow, not surprisingly, saw as a counter to its 
own plans for hegemony. 

Tito's stubborn campaign against the German 
and Italian fascists had made him a hero in both 
East and West. His portrait was displayed in shop 
windows all over Eastern Europe when he toured 
the capitals in November 1947. But one day in 
March 1948, a fellow-- countryman newly arrived in 
London from Budapest gave me an odd piece of 
information: every picture of Tito had suddenly 
vanished from shop windows in Budapest 

I made inquiries and found -that they had also 
disappeared within the same 48 hours from all the 
other East European capitals. This was dearly a 
sign of Soviet-ordered displeasure and 1 forecast a 
rift between Tito and Stalin. 

In June. 1948, it came about; the Cominform 
expelled Yugoslavia and Moscow cut off economic 
aid to Tito, as the first move against the defiant 
heretic. 

In 1950, 1 was invited to Belgrade and was met at 
the airport by Tito's private secretary. He told me 
that Tito was curious to know on what evidence The 
Observer had based its exclusive story of the break 
with Moscow, widely denied at the time. 

I met Tito at his villa in Uzice Street He was then 
58, but looked no more than 40. a bronzed and 
poised figure in well-cut Western style dnthes. a 
dazzling silk tie and white shoes. In our off-the- 
record conversation, he told me about Russians' 
penetration of Yugoslavia and their unpublished 
threats. 

'’There are 30 red Army divisions on or near our 
borders," he said, “and there's much more than that 
happening. We know every Russian and Soviet 
sympathizer in our country Wc even know how 
many shoelaces they have." 

I was unable to check these claims, but it was 
abundantly dear that Tito was deeply suspidous of 
the Soviet Union and had an intense dislike of Sta- 
lin. At a party at his villa in Bled to which I and ray 
wife were invited in 1951 , Tito moved among his 


guests with his Alsatian dog Tiger at his heels! He 
told me: “1 not only love Tiger, I admire him. He 
has more perspicacity than I have. He smelt the 
, Russian danger before I did. Until 1947 he never 
attacked anybody, but that year he bit the Soviet 
Ambassador Lavrentiev." 

As we parted, Tito said be hoped he would see me 
again, adding: “Don't go through official channels 
if you want to talk to me. Just phone my office and 
they wifi fix a date." 

I knew, of course, there was a risk here. Tito 
could conceivably try to muzzle me. He could also 
attempt to use me. Later, that is what he 
unashamedly did. 

In 1953, he invited me to see him in Belgrade 
again. “ Lederer,” he said, * ’ I have a gift for you.” A 
box of cigars? A bottle of Slivovitz? No. he said: “I 
would like you to know that my charge if affaires in 
Moscow has had a meeting with Molotov and 
Molotov has told him that the Soviet Union is now 
ready and willing to restore full diplomatic relations 
with Yugoslavia." 

My front-page report of the rapprochement cre- 
ated a minor sensation. But to my astonishment the 
story was immediately and emphatically denied by 
Tito's own ambassadors in London and Washing- 
ton. 

1 went back to Tito on the Tuesday after my 
report was published to ask what th game was. Tito 
smiled and said: “Can you stay on for a couple of 
days -— then Til explain.” 

Two days later, Tito, in a speech at the Air Force 
Club in Belgrade?, confirmed every word of my 
report. He explained afterward that when his 
charge cT affaires had first reported the meeting with 
Molotov and the Russian offer, he had suspected a 
trick. 

"Molotov hates me" he said. “I had a feeling — 
and my senior colleagues shared it — that Molotov 
was up to something unpleasant. We thought a 
likely explanation was that Molotov had acted on 
his own initiative, and that if we openly rejoiced 
over it, the Kremlin then would deny it. We would 
be humiliated — I would be humiliated. But by 
Thursday there was no denial, so I knew the offer 
Molotov had made ws genuine and was backed by 
the Soviet Presidium.” 

The personal relationship I established with Tito 
lasted 30 years and at one point I asked whether his 
wife Jovanka would allow me to write a series of 
frank articles about her life with Tito. She agreed at 
once, but said she must first have the president's 
consent. Tito reacted with a burst of laughter. “Go 
ahead, Lederer" he said. “I'd love to know what she 
really thinks about me.” 

The series was never written, for soon afterward 
their marriage began to fail, not through love turn- 
ing to dislike, but out of love grown too possessive. 

They first met toward the end of World War II. 
when Tito was almost 50 and Jovanka Budisavl- 
jevik only 18. But she had already won some local 
renown for her exploits as a Serbian partisan. On 
one occasion, she had mined a bridge singlehanded 
to bold up a German advance. They married in 


1 952 after Tito, then prime minister of Yugoslavia, 
had divorced his second wife. For the next 25 years 
their marriage appeared perfect. 

By then Tito was in his eighties and liked to doze 
after seven in the evening, when his private secret- 
ary left the villa. But his rest was often interrupted 
by telephone calls from one or other of the party 
hierarchy. Jovanka began a routine response of 
“Can’t it wait tiQ morning?” In time this became 
more strident and co mmanding- “1 don't care bow 
important you think it is, I will not have the presi- 
dent disturbed tonight.” And she would hang up. 

Tito was unaware of die problems this was creat- 
ing until one of his trusted lieutenants raised the 
matter with him. He told Jovanka: “You will in 
future allow me to decide what requires immediate 
action and what can wait till the next morning.” 
When Jovanka protested, Tito warned her that if 
she continued to insulate him from the party leader- 
ship on her own judgment, he would have to leave 
the villa. 

But Jovanka would not now give up her self- 
appointed task of protectress. And the breaking 
point came when a party high-up told Tito he'd 
been unable to advise the president on a matter of 
extreme importance because Jovanka had forbid- 
den it. Tito did not hesitate. He had his personal 
belongings packed and left. 

The break could no.t.be kept secret for Jovanka 
was soon noticeably absent from functions she 
would normally have attended. This led to all kinds 
of rumors — that Tito had taken a mistress and 
Jovanka had left him; that Jovanka had been 
banished after allegations that she had been con- 
spiring with a Serbian general against Tito. 

No evidence was ever produced in support of 
such stories, but Jovanka had enemies. It was well 
known in the party that die frequently influenced 
Tito’s attitude toward individual officials and that 
beads sometimes rolled as a result 

Tito tried to bring about a reconciliation, but 
each time he attached conditions which Jovanka 
rejected. 

Toward the end of 1978 Tito planned a New 
Year's Eve party chi his Adriatic island retreat of 
Brioni and sent Jovanka an invitation. To his chag- 
rin she turned it down. “Even I never realized how 
tough she could be.” Tito remarked to his col- 
leagues. The party was canceled. 

Late last year Tito held his annual reception for 
foreign diplomats at his hunting lodge about an 
hour’s drive from Belgrade. Hotel managers sum- 
moned to provide the feast found Tito at 87 in 
spectacular form, greeting each guest with effusive 
warmth. He let it be known that he was again plan- 
ning a new Year's Eve gathering at Brioni and that 
this time Jovanka would be at his side. 

Within a fortnight, Tito was stricken. A blood 
dot was diagnosed that led to the amputation of a 
leg and, after a long struggle in the Ljubljana hospi- 
tal. to death. The New Year party never took place 
and Tito did not return to the villa in Uzice Street 
until early this month when he was buried in its 
grounds and Jovanka led the mourners. (OFNSj

saudi arabian press review 


Most newspapers Tuesday led 
with the press statement issued in 
Riyadh following talks between 
the Finance Ministers of Saudi 
Arabia and West Germany, high- 
lighting the two countries' desire 
to strive for stability in world 
monetary system. Al Jazirah led 
with Monday’s meeting of the 
Council of Ministers which, 
among other topics, considered 
and passed the formation of a 
Manpower Council with direct 
links to the Chairman of the 
Council of Ministers. In a lead 
story. Al Yom reported South 
Korea is preparing to withdraw its 
nationals from abroad for compul- 
sory military service to meet any 
posable threat from North Korea. 

The newspapers frontpaged the 
Saudi- West German joint press 
statement issued at the conclusion 
of talks between the Finance 
Ministers of the two countries. 
The mounting crisis in Israel fol- 
lowing Defense Minister Ezer 
Weizman’s resignation and 
Agriculture Minister Sharon’s 
insistence on either taking over 
the defense protfolio or quitting 
the cabinet figured prominently 
on front pages of the newspapers. 

In a front-page story, At M edina 
quoted Petrorarn Governor Dr. 
Abdul Hadi Taher as saying that 
several oil supply stations will be 


set up in Khamis Mush ait, Taif 
and some other places in the 
Kingdom which are far away from 
the refinery centers. .4 1 Riyadh said 
in a front-page story that the situa- 
tion has taken a serious turn in 
Kabul, where 50 students have 
been reportedly killed and 800 
others injured during street 
demonstrations. Al Riyadh also 
reported on its front page that the 
the Syrian army has been put on 
the alert as a precautionary meas- 
ure against any possible aggres- 
sion by Israel. 

The topics dealt with editorially 
included Arab unity and the 
Saudi- West German press state- 
ment. The papers reaffirmed that 
Saudi Arabia's economic policy 
aims at realizing maximum coop- 
eration among the international 
community for the economic 
development of the world. Al 
Riyadh said in an editorial that the 
Arabs have not yet lost hope in 
their unity because they still con- 
rider it their only savior from 
threats now looming large. Their 
conflict with Israel can find a solu- 
tion only when they are united and 
take firm decisions against the 
implementation of plans alica to 
their society, customs and tradi- 
tions, it said. 

Al Medina ’j editorial con- 
cerned itself with the wild prop- 


aganda campaign against Saudi 
Arabia and reaffirmed that the 
reason for this propaganda is 
malice toward Islam being shown 
by Zionist- Communist elements 
and some opportunist writers. 

Commenting cm the Saudi- 
West German press statement, Al 
Bilad said that economic stability 
of this region in particular and of 
the world in general has been one 
of the major aims of Saudi 
Arabia's economic policy. The 
paper added that the German 
Finance Minister’s appreciation of 
the Kingdom’s role in this sphere 
reflects the prudence of a Saudi 
leadership that believes in and 
strives for the welfare and happi- 
ness of mankind at large. 

Al Jazirah described Saudi- 
West German relations as “excel- 
lent”, since they are based on a 
deep understanding of regional 
and international problems. It 
added that the striking feature of 
their policy is reflected in a keen 
desire to work for the realization 
of right, justice, peace and security 
in the world. The paper said confi- 
dently that West Germany can 
play an outstanding role iri enligh- 
tening the European group to link 
their vital interest with the Arab 
world. West Gejroany’s role in 
this behalf may successfully tackle 


the critical situaQon in the Middle 
East, especially after the failure of 
all partial solutions, the paper 
added. 

Dealing with the same subject 
Al Yom said West Germany indis- 
putably provides a fine example of 
solid economic policy and plan- 


ning enabling it to remain the 
European nation least affected by 
the economic problems of the 
world. The paper emphasized 
bilateral cooperation, saying West 
Germany’s immense influence in 
the economic sphere will make

Jeddah’s flea markets play community role

JEDDAH — Old books, new clothes, 
second-hand appliances, por plans — you 
name it and it's probably there. In fact, prac- 
tically the only thing you can’t buy at a flea 
market is fleas! 

As any roundup of weekend evens in Jed- 
dah will emphasize, flea markets are big busi- 
ness. Whether private sales or public money 
raising ventures, flea markets arc fun and 
flourishing in number. On any given rhurs- 
day. the most popular day. if s possible to find 
two or three of these amateur souks under- 
way in private gardens, company compounds 
or schools. To find them just scan the notice 
boards at the major supermarkets. 

Two of the most recent flea markets were 
held at Sau dia’s Shorbatly Village, out past 
the new vegetable souk, and at the I ic of 
Mrs. Gheeta Wilcox. Jeddah Prep School will 
hold a Gea market Thursday, while others arc 
already posted for the following rhurs- 
day.The flea market plays a multiple role in 
the community. For a center with a large 
shifting population, such as Jeddah, it's the 
perfect way in dispose of possessions no 
longer needed before returning to one's 
home country or going on summer leave. For 
others it can be a garage sale, a way of getting 
rid of odds and ends that the family has out- 
grown. For those who enjoy amateur hand 
crafts the flea market can offer a market place 
for the sale of goods and those involved in 
raising funds for special projects like new 
school equipment can benefit from organiz- 
ing a flea market. 

Cheeta Wilcox’s flea market is an annual 
event held as a community service and a favor 
to friends. For those who want to put up a 
stall she offers her spadous garden near AJ 
Mokhtar supermarket for the day. rhi>se who 
make use of the offer include friends who are 
leaving the Kingdom and others who have spe- 
cial wares like Bodu jewelry and dresses. Mrs. 
Margie Janaeck. co-ordinator of the Shor- 
batly Recreation Committee, described their 
flea market as a service to Saudia employees. 


particularly those who have possessions they 
wish to self. The market consists of 1 5 tables. 
1 3 of which were taken by Saudia personnel. 
Those who took a tabic were charged SR35 
apiece to cover the costs of running the mar- 
ket. 

" fhe event was very successful and we had 
a lot of people." Janaeck said. “ Items on sale 
ranged from a car. a big rubber raft and toys, 
to used dothing and appliances. The stalls 
were mostly taken by people selling second 
hand goods, but others were selling handic- 
raft items they had made, such as macrame 
work.” Mrs. Janaeck said another source of 
goods came from people who had bought 
souvenirs and other items cheaply while on 
holidays and later decided they were not 
necessary. One example was dothing bought 
in some of the Asian countries. She said the 
Shorbatly flea market was a regular event, 
held on alternate months except in summer.

These discoveries catapulted Occidental 
into the big time, but they also imperialed tbe 
company in 1970, after Moammar Oadafi 
overthrew Hammer s good friend King Idris. 
The new revolutionary government began 
demanding more money for its oil and 
. threatened to confiscate the company s hold- 
ings if it did not agree. 

Against the advice of his board of directors 
— who feared he would be arrested — Ham- 
mer flew to Libya to negotiate a new agree- 
ment. After a week he agreed to an increase 
of 80 cents a barrel. Although no one knew it 
at the time, that minuscule increase was the 
beginning of the end of cheap oil, for other oil 
producing countries soon followed Oaddaff s 
lead. 

Hammer's quasi- diplomatic role conve- 
niently dovetails with the methods he uses to 
run the nation’s 12th largest ofl company. 
While in the Soviet Union, for example, 
Haxsuner managed to persuade the Russians 
tp continue fulfilling their part, of 20-year, $

Reducing tensions between tbe United 
States, where he was bora, and Russia, the 
home of his ancestors, is only one of Ham- 
mer’s preoccupations. In recent months he 
has also flown to lima to renegotiate an oil 
contract with Peru, presented a $ 1 .5 million 
gift to the Los Angeles County Museum of 
Art, underwritten the first conference of 
cancer researchers from China and the 
United States, addressed the Los Angels 
World Affairs Council on an energy blueprint 
for the 1980s. delivered the commencement 
address to Columbia Univerity’s graduating 
medical students and accepted the University 
of Southern California’s business school 
award for outstanding entreperneur of the 
year. 

In a convincing demonstration of his busi- 
ness acumen. Hammer called a news confer- 
ence in New York and announced that his 
company had earned $ 1 1 9 million trading 
gold and silver futures contracts in March — a 
tim e when tiie Hunt brothers of Texas were 
losing milli ons. 

Such a diverse schedule would be demand- 
ing for any man. but Armand H amm er’s 
endurance and virtuality are becoming a 
taunt to old age. Hammer celebtated his 82nd 
birthday last week. 

At Occidental’s annual meeting Hammer 
has won the loyalty of his shareholders by 
transforming over the last two decades a tiny, 
nearly bankrupt independent California oil 
company into the nation’ s 21st largest indus- 
trial corporation, with 1979 sales of $ 9.6 
billion and earnings of $ 562 million.

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Duncan bids nuclear 
step-up, solar reduction 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (LAT) — 
Energy Secretary Charles W. Duncan Jr. has 
called for major reductions in spending for 
solar energy and the strategic petroleum 
reserve and for a large increase in outlays for 
the nuclear breeder reactor, the Los Angeles 
Times reported. 

A proposed five-year spending plan for the 
Department of Energy for the fiscal years 
1982 through 1986 would reduce spending 
for the solar energy program by SI 90 million 
from present planning levels. Research and 
development spending for the breeder reac- 
tor would be increased by $856 million while 
operating on uranium fuel, the breeder cre- 
ates plutonium, which can be used as addi- 
tional fuel for the reactor. 

Duncan's plan is contained in a memoran- 
dum to top officials in the Department of 
Energy 1 . A copy of the document, dated May 
17, was obtained by the Los Angeles Times. 

An Energy Department spokesman, 
responding to an inquiry, said the document 
was "the first draft of a five-year financial 
plan by the department. It does not represent 
the administration position on any items." 

However, Duncan, as head of the agency, 
is the administration's top policy-maker in 


the energy field. His views carry considerable 
weight with the White House where the final 
decisions on such issues are made. 

As Duncan's spending plan circulates 
through the administration and Congress, it is 
likely to become highly controversial. Critics 
will attack his proposals as an apparent 
change in administration policy, a decision to 
downgrade solar energy and the strategic oil 
reserve, two programs popular in Congress. 

The proposed surge in research spending 
for the breeder reactor is likely to be attacked 
by opponents of nudear energy, but to be 
hailed by nuclear power advocates within the 
administration. 

In his memorandum, Duncan suggested 
that changes in his proposals were unlikely. 
" I will entertain your appeals to these deci- 
sions," he told department officials. "The 
basis for an appeal, however, should be 
important, new information that was not 
raised in the issue paper or in our discussions 
during the programs reviews." 

In addition to cutting solar spending. Dun- 
can also called for deep slashes in financing 
for the crude oil stored underground as a 
reserve for use during cutoffs of foreign oil 
shipments.

LONDON, May 27 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union has increased its oil price by $ 2 for 
customers outside Come con. the Communist 
Economic Organization, oil industry execu- 
tives said here Tuesday. Other oil exporting 
countries have carried out a $ 2 increase fol- 
lowing Saudi Arabia’s increase by this 
amount some 10 days ago. 

Dealers in London report substantial 
offers of naphtha and diesel oO from the 
USSR. They also noted that demand for pet- 
roleum products is slowidg. and the spot price 
for oil-based products no w is below cost price 
on the basis of the new crude rates. 

The specialist publication Europe Oil Prices 
meanwhile forecast another crude price rise 
by Saudi Arabia in the near future. This lime 
it would be $ 5 or more, it predicted, adding 
this increase probably will coinride with the 
June 9 Algiers meeting of ministers from the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC). The Kingdom, however, has 
given no indication that any additional price 
increases are pending. 

The publication speculated: "It must be 
apparent now that tibc Saudi policy of low 
price and maximum output has failed to hold 
the hawks, and now the Saudis have no alter- 
native to sun-ending to the hawks."

Banks made loans of nearly $1 billion to help 
the Hunt brothers of Dallas pay their debts 
when the price of silver collapsed early this 
year, the Federal Resreve Board said Friday 
in the first official estimate of the amount of 
credit needed to rescue the Hunts. 

Major banks now are working out a $1.1 
billion line of credit to the Pladd Oil Co.. 
which is owned by a Hunt family trust, to 
restructure that debt, the report said. 

The report said the Hunts may have used 
some of the original bank credit to meet 
increased margin requirements as the price of 
silver dropped, despite Federal Reserve pol- 
icy against lending for speculative purposes. 
It said the banks who such made loans have 
been asked to explain why they did so despite 
Federal Reserve policy. 

Federal Reserve Chairman Paul A. Volc- 
ker insisted, as he had previously in congres- 
sional testimony, that he played no role in 
arranging the second loan now- being worked 
out. except to insist that none of the funds be 
used to feed further silver speculation. There 
are “adequate safeguards" on this score, he 
said in a - letter to Chairman William D. 
Proxnure, D-Wis.. of the Senate Banking 
Committee, who had asked for a report on 
the role of banks in the silver debacle. 

The brothers — Nelson Bunker Hunt and 
William Herbert Hunt — still owe about $900 
million to creditors, although they have 
liquidated from $300 million to $400 milli on 
worth of their vast silver holdings and other 
assets to pay their debts, the Federal Reserve 
said. 

Direct or indirect financing to aid the bunts 
amounted to $800 million in February and 
March. This financing accounted for more 
than 1 0 per cent of all new bank loans during 
the two- month period, the report said. 

Volcker said there ws no evidence to sug- 
gest that this original bank credit was used in 
any significant way by the Hunt interests to 
finance their acquisition of silver when the 
price has rising to a peak of $50 an ounce in 
mid- January. 

As the price fell, firet to the $35 range in 
late January and then to $1 ] or so in late 
March, the Hunts apparently did scramble to 
get loans for themselves and their brokers to 
avoid a total loss of their investments, the 
report said.

When a slam is bid, the 
difference between making 
and losing it ordinarily ranges 
from 1,000 to 1,800 points, 
depending mostly on 
vulnerability. Slams are 
therefore naturally deemed 
worthy of the dosest attention 
by both sides. 

Consistent with the im- 
portance of slam bands, 
there are several special 
defensive weapons that help to 
increase the chance of 
defeating an enemy slam 
when it is bid. Thus, when a 


defends' not on lead doubles a 
glam voluntarily readied by 
the opposition, he is 
commanding partner to lead, 
or sometimes not to lead, a 
specific suit 

The advantage of this con- 
vention is illustrated in the 
accompanying hand. South 
makes the slam if West leads a 
heart, the suit East has bid. 
But East’s double forbids the 
normal heart lead and calls 
for an unusual lead. 

It is not difficult for West, 
with six cards in the suit North 
bid, to deduce that East’s 
reason for forbidding a heart 
lead is that he can ruff a dub. 
So West leads a dub, ruffed by 
East, and East then cashes a 
heart to put the contract down 
one —200 points. With a heart 
lead South would score 1,960 
points. 

It must be granted that by 
using such a convention, the 
defenders will occasionally 
forgo an extra 50 or 100 points 
they could hair^ gained by 
doubling. But fills occasional 
loss is a mighty cheap price to 
pay for insuring the defeat of 
other slams that would 
otherwise come rolling home. 

The opening leader 
generally has no trouble 
guessing which suit his 
partner wants led. Most 
important of all, he is barred 
from leading the suit his side 
has bid. Of file two side suits 
left, the opening leader’s hand 
will practically always tell 
him where to attack.

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16 killed in attack 


Kwangju captured 


KWANGJU, South Korea, May 27 (AP) 
— Thousands of South Korean troops 
damped tight martial law over Kwangju on 
Tuesday after a predawn attack that wrested 
control of the battered city from anti- 
government rebels. At least 16 persons died 
in jhe fighting and an undetermined number 
were wounded. 

In what the area military commander cal- 
led an attack that was “inevitable." parat- 
roopers used tanks, heavy machine guns and 
small arms to recapture the rebels' stron- 
ghold in a flrefight that lasted nearly three 
boars. 

"It was a bitter fight.” said an army Col- 
onel. He said that his troops had been 
ordered “ not to shoot at anybody unless they 
shot at us — and they fired first." 

In Seoul, the martial law command said 
about 200 persons had been arrested as sus- 
pected instigators or participants in the rebel- 
lion, and the country’s top martial law officer. 
Gen. Lee Hee-Sung, gave orders to "sort out 
swiftly the extreme rebels from among those 
under arrest." 

At midday, five hours after the last firing 
died away, the central plaza of South Korea' s 
fourth largest city was ringed by hundreds of 
soldiers, and more were stationed in door- 
ways and alleyways in the virtually-deserted 
downtown streets. 

Fifteen tanks were parked in the area, four 
of them in from of the shell-pocked provin- 
cial headquarteis which the insurgents, led by 
military university studnts, had taken over as 
their command post last Thursday following 
three days of bloody street fighting. 

The firing began about 4 a.m. local time 
and was extremely heavy for the first hour 
and 45 minutes after the troops moved into 
the center of town, then slackend off and

continued intermittently until after dawn 
broke. The battle was over about 7 ajn. 

Authorities said there were no casualties 
among civilians other than those inside the 
provincial building. A stockpile of three to 
four thousand weapons was stored there, 
defying government demands that they sur- 
render. 

The attack had been anticipated since the 
insurgents took over the city five days ago 
following three days of street battles in which, 
according to the students, at least 261 per- 
sons were killed. 

The government apparently made its deci- 
sion to move the troops into Kwangju after 
truce negotiations between the martial law 
command and a dozens' committee broke 
down, primarily because hardliners among 
the students refused to compromise. 

First indications of the impending attack 
came about 2 a.m. when the rebels were offi- 
cially warned, apparently by telephone, that 
they had until 4 a.m. to surrender. Students 
streamed out of another building fronting the 
plaza and ran to the provincial headquarters, 
shouting, “they’re coming." 

Students began distributing rifles to others 
who arrived on the scene. 

Also, some 30 to 40 high-school students 
left the command post and were sent home. 
The university students said they were “too 
young” to stay. 

Before the assault began, small observa- 
tion planes buzzed low over die city, calling 
through loudspeakers on all citizens to stay 
inside, and asking the rebels to surrender. 

A local radio station, meanwhile, was 
broadcasting a warning to foreigners in Engl- 
ish. saying. “Foreigners, whoever you are. 
and whatever your mission is, don't come out 
The militaiy is performing an operation to 
eliminate the rioters. Please keep inside the 
building and don't come out." 

The South Korean Foreign Ministry had 
warned foreign embassies late Sunday that 
their nationals should leave Kwangju “as 
soon as possible.” 

In the course of the attack, the tanks fired 
their heavy guns at least three times at the 
building where the insurgents were bar- 
ricaded, and soldiers also used heavy .50 
caliber machin

DAR ES SALAAM. May 27 (R) — 
Former Ugandan President Milton Obote. 
returning to Uganda Tuesday after nine years 
of exile in Tanzania, promised that his 
Uganda People’s Congress (UPC) party 
would aim at national reconciliation and 
reconstruction if Ugandans voted it into 
power in the September elections. 

In a speech prepared for delivery at a mass 
ralfiy of his supporters in the remote south 
Uganda village of Bushenyi, Obote promised 
to stamp out corruption and inefficiency in 
the police and dv3 service. 

Obote, 56, who was ousted by Idi Amin in 
1971, spoke on behalf of his party, but his 
speech left little doubt that he himself would 
be its presidential candidate. He attacked the 
post- Idi Amin adminis trations of the past 
year for corruption and factionalism, and 
criticized the international community and 
the Organization of African Uoitey (OAU) 
for failing to condemn Amin while be was in 
power. 

He promised that if his party won the elec- 
tions it would treat the restoration of law and 
order and the protection of people’s property 
as its top priority.

Iran sanctions said harmful 


VIENNA, May 27 (Agencies) — Chancel- 
lor Bruno Kreisky of Austria has warned that 
new sanctions against Iran would further 
delay the release of the American hostages, 
who have been held since Nov. 4 last year. 

Kreisky. in Athens for a four-day official 
visit, arrived directly from Tehran after a 
two-day. fact-finding mission about the Ira- 
nian revolution with Swedish opposition 
leader Olof Palme and Spanish Socialist party 
leader Felipe Gonzalez. 

“1 believe the Iranian regime is fully aware 
uf all the consequences stemming from the 
continued holding of the American hos- 
tages," he told reporters when he arrived. 
“But 1 also believe that if any further force is

attempted there will be results harmful to 
everyone concerned, including the interna- 
tional community and tbe cause of peace.” 

“If a mild climate of negotiations prevails, 
then I am confident that sooner or later the 
hostages will be released." he said. 

On arrival in Athens from a two-day sur- 
prise mission to Tehran as a member of a 
delegation of the socialist international, 
Kreisky said a solution to the problem could 
only be found in “a calm atmosphere " an 
Austrian radio report said. 

He told reporters at Athens Airport that 
the hostages were “just one of many, many 
questions we discussed with the president," 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr. and other Iranian 
officials. 

Kreisky said he got the impression that the 
Iranian government was interested in an end 
to tbe crisis but “I cannot give you a date." 


“We shall create the conditions which will 
induce our people to give their best in the 
reconstruction of the country. We shall 
accept people who were unfairly expelled to 
come lock if they wish to genuinely partici- 
pate in tiie task of nation-building." he said. 

“He said the government would create 
conditons under which foreign and friendly 
governments would feel happy and confident 
to lend a helping hand to Uganda. 

“ We shall offer incentives and proper legal 
protection to the investments of those who 
wish to come and invest in our country from 
abroad and help in our agricultural and 
economic development. There shall be no 
more nationalization,” he promised. 

Obote said that since Amin was ousted by 
Tanzanian troops and Ugandan guerrillas in 
April last year, “opportunism, personal 
ambition and greed of some of our leaders 
have once again given full vent to all die petty 
bickering which in the past contributed, with 
such vengeance, to the fragmentation of soci- 
ety.” 

Obote said the governments of Professor 
Yusefu Lule, the first post-Amin president, 
and of Godfrey Binaisa. who was toppled 
earlier this month, “devoted themselves to 
our politics of intrigue instead of reconstruc- 
tion and rehabilitation."

WASHINGTON. May 27 (AFP) — The 
deposed Shah of Iran's “biggest mistake” was 
listening to advice from the United States and 
Britain on Iran s internal problems, he said in 
an interview carried in the Washington Post 
Tuesday. 

instead of adopting a “policy of surrender” 
he should have used more troops to quell the 
series of demonstrations which led to his 
departure from Iran in January last year, the 
Shah said in the interview conducted at his 
home in exile in Cairo. 

“Now many people say that if my govern- 
ment had enforced law and order there would 
have been a hundred times less casulties than 
there have been in the last 15 months.” the 
Shah said. 

He was convinced that the West, particu- 
larly the U.S. and Britain, favored an Islamic 
republic in Iran “perhaps thinking that with 
Islam it could contain Communism”. 

The Shah said that President Jimmy Car- 
ter's security adviser Zbigniew Bizezinski 
had encouraged him to crush the public 
demonstrations by force. BrzezinskTs views 
had been conveyed to the Shah by Iran’s 
ambassador in Washington Ardcshir Zahdi 
but “each time I was asking the American 
ambassador (in Tehran for confirming such 
kind of news he was always saying he had no 
instructions," he said. 

In retrospect the wrong move was follow- 
ing other American and British advice in 
“freeing all the terrorists from jail and letting 
them loose, giving them the possibility of 
leading the bands of arsonists and terrorists.” 
the Shah said.

Assam violence flares 


NEW DELHI, May 27 (R) — Police 
opened fire to disperse rioters in the town of 
Juria Tuesday as anti-immigrant violence 
continued in northeastern Assam state, the 
Press Trust of India fPTI) nows agency 
re port ed. 

PTI said no casualties were immediately 
reported from Juria where soldiers later 
moved in to enforce a curfew. Clashes were 
also reported in several villages in the Now- 
gong district of central Assam. 

Nine other northeastern towns were placed 
under curfew Monday and troops patrolled 
tbe streets Tuesday. PTI said. More than 30 
people have died in Assam in the eight 
months of agitation against immigrants,
